I am  also  sending  the  plate  catalogue  of  the  Bement  sale  and  plain  cat- 
alogue of  the  lewis  collection  of  whtoh  no  plate  edition  was  made  and  will  be  very  glad  If 
you  will  commission  me  to  make  purchases  at  these  sales  for  your  account,  especially  #12 
In  the  Lewis  collection,  the  Lew  Jersey  cent  with  the  date  under  the  beam,  a coin  that  is 
lacking  In  your  father’s  collection,  and  of  which  but  two  examples  are  known.  As  the  other 
specimen  has  been  perrrwmently  given  to  the  Glty  of  Albany,  this  Is  the  only  example  that 
money  would  buy,  and  being  by  far  the  finer  of  the  two.  Is  a very  Important  and  desirable 
piece  for  your  collection.  That  It  will  bring  Is  very  difficult  to  state  but  I would  not 

be  at  all  surprised  to  see  it  bring  from  $300  to  $500.

I beg  to  inform  you  that  the  executors  of  the  Estate  of  the  late  Charles  Gregory,  the  United 
States  Trust  Co.  of  New  York  City,  have  placed  in  my  hands,  to  be  sold  at  auction  without  reserve, 
his  immense  collection  of  the  coins  of  the  world. 


The  collection  contains  examples  of  every  series  since  the  beginning  of  coinage.  There  is  a 
small  collection  of  the  coins  of  ancient  Greece  and  a few  Roman  coins  ; foreign  gold  coins  and  a 
truly  great  and  magnificent  series  of  the  silver  coins  of  the  world  of  the  denomination  of  one  dollar. 
In  fact,  the  collection  is  really  a collection  of  the  Dollars  of  the  World  and  contains  probably  the 
enormous  number  of  upwards  of  4000  dollars,  commencing  with  the  first  dollar  of  Sigismund  of 
Austria,  1 484-86.  The  series  of  the  Roman  German  Emperors  is  very  fine,  with  many  of  the 
multiples  of  the  dollar  and  with  specimens  of  many  of  the  dates  of  each  of  the  Emperors.  In  fact, 
in  all  the  series  Mr.  Gregory  has  collected  not  only  a coin  of  each  ruler,  but  as  many  of  the  dates 
during  each  reign  as  he  could  obtain.  It  includes  a great  many  of  the  multiples  of  the  dollar : 
three,  four,  five,  six,  nine  and  ten  dollars  of  Brunswick,  Luneburg  and  Saxony,  to  which  series  he 
gave  particular  attention.  The  dollars  or  crowns  of  England  are  complete  with  the  rare  multiples 
of  the  Pound  and  Half-Pound  of  Oxford  of  1 642. 


There  is  a fine  series  of  the  dollars  of  Italy,  including  those  of  the  Popes.  In  the  north,  I would 
remark  the  magnificent  gold  piece  of  70  ducats  of  Sigismund  of  Poland  and  the  rare  Double  Dollar 
of  Enno  III  of  East  Friesland,  and  Dollar  of  Christine  Charlotte. 


The  series  of  United  States  dollars  contains  all  dates  except  1 804,  including  the  very  rare 
dollars  of  1 794,  1851  and  1852,  and  a number  of  Pattern  Pieces.  The  U.  S.  gold  coins  he  made  no 
effort  to  collect,  but,  strangely,  the  only  gold  eagle  is  the  very  rare  one  of  1 798,  in  very  fine  condition, 
together  with  a few  common  half-eagles,  three-dollar  pieces  and  gold  dollars. 

To  the  Proprietary  gold  coins  of  the  two  periods  of  discovery  in  Georgia  and  the  Carolinas  in 
1830-44,  and  the  western  series  in  California  in  1849-60,  he  gave  particular  attention,  and  the 
collection  is  a large  and  varied  one,  containing  many  of  great  rarity,  including  the  Templeton  Reid 
$2.50  and  many  rare  pieces  by  Bechtler  of  denominations  of  $5  and  $2.50,  whilst  in  the  western 
series  are  no  less  than  twelve  octagonal  $50  pieces  struck  by  Augustus  Humbert  and  two  of  the 
round  $50  pieces  struck  by  Wass-Molitor  & Co.,  and  also  their  excessively  rare  $20  piece,  of  which 
there  are  only  about  seven  specimens  known.  It  also  includes  the  rare  Mormon  coins  of  Utah  and 
the  coins  of  Clark,  Gruber  & Co.,  in  Colorado,  including  the  excessively  rare  $20  piece  with  the  view 
of  Pikes  Peak,  in  extremely  fine  condition,  and  two  of  the  $10  pieces  and  several  other 
rarities,  among  which  are  the  excessively  rare  Dunbar  & Co.  $5  and  the  Parsons  & Co.  $2.50. 

The  very  rare  1 796  and  1 797  half-dollars  are  represented  by  specimens  in  about  good  condi- 
tion, but  he  did  collect  the  minor  silver  pieces. 

The  collection  of  Cents  is  a modest  one  and,  I might  say,  in  good  condition,  with  several  large 
lots  of  duplicates. 

The  collection  of  Proof  Sets  is  complete  from  1857-1906. 


There  are  a few  dollars  of  Mexico  and  South  America.  There  are  also  many  European  silver 
and  bionze  medals,  and  a number  of  American  medals,  including  four  of  the  original  silver  medals 
presented  to  the  Indians  by  Presidents  Jefferson,  Polk,  Lincoln  and  Johnson.  There  are  also  many 
miscellaneous  medals  and  fairly  complete  collection  of  the  political  tokens  of  the  hard  times  of 
1 834-37,  including  many  rarities.  There  is  also  a collection  of  War  Medals  of  Great  Britain  and 
other  countries,  the  greatest  rarity  in  which  is  the  Seringapatam  General  Officers’  medal  in  gold.

Dear  Sir:- 

I beg  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  letter 
of  the  3rd  inst.  I have  discussed  the  cataloging  situation 
with  Mr.  Sharretts.  As  he  explained,  this  has  been  a long  and 
tedious  wait  and  I am  anxious  to  have  this  work  completed.  My 
contract  was  with  you  and  your  brother  jointly  and  during  your 
partnership  I had  no  cause  to  complain.  Since  the  separation 
things  have  not  been  so  satisfactory,  however,  and  for  that 
reason  I finally  asked  that  the  work  be  discontinued  until  satis- 
factory arrangements  for  its  completion  could  be  made.  While 
I acquiesced  in  the  division  of  the  work  between  yourself  and 
your  brother  it  was,  of  course,  on  the  assumption  that  the  work 
would  be  carried  on  as  it  had  been.  I am  perfectly  ready  to 
have  you  keep  on  with  this  work  provided  you  can  give  me  your 
assurance  that  it  will  be  pushed  to  an  early  conclusion  and 
provided  also  your  brother,  S.H.  Chapman,  will  join  in  this  as- 
surance, If  I can  have  such  an  understanding  I am  perfectly 
ready  to  have  you  proceed  with  the  work  where  you  left  off  and 
will  make  arrangements  at  Princeton  under  which  you  may  have 
ascess  to  the  collection.
